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CLASS  OF  1958  -  HISTORY

This  manuscript  covers  four  of  the  most  eventful  years  of 
our  lives  and  is  dedicated  to  our  teachers,  advisors,  coaches,  class¬ 
mates,  families  and  friends  to  whom  we,  the  Class  of  1958,  are 
indebted  for  their  unselfish  devotion,  unceasing  advice,  under¬ 
standing  and  constant  struggle  to  make  us  one  of  the  best  classes 
ever  to  be  graduated  from  Natick  High  School. 

In  September  1954,  we  entered  these  sacred  portals  for  the 
first  time,  after  an  extended  vacation  owing  to  the  hurricane 
season.  We  were  bashful,  yet  ambitious,  little  freshmen  then, 
quite  excited  to  be  the  first  freshman  class  in  this  beautiful  school. 

After  adjusting  ourselves  to  the  new  and  fascinating  rotating 
schedule  and  attending  the  traditional  "Welcome  Dance”,  we  all 
joined  the  upperclassmen  in  the  spirit  of  campaigning  and  electing 
our  class  leaders;  Susan  Tozer,  President;  Nancy  Tuthill,  Vice- 
President;  Kathy  Bouret,  Secretary;  Fred  Meyers,  Treasurer  — 
and  our  executive  board  to  work  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Frances  Toro  and  Mr.  Harvey  Michaels. 

The  first  real  decision  made  was  to  pay  four  dollars  dues 
in  our  freshman  year.  It  was  really  all  right,  as  the  monetary 
condition  of  each  of  us  proved. 

Our  freshman  football  team,  with  a  successful  season,  showed 
great  promise  for  future  years. 

Before  we  knew  it,  Christmas  vacation  was  over  and  re¬ 
turning  to  school  we  faced  our  first  mid-year  exams.  Although 
there  were  many  doubts,  it  is  obvious  we  survived  and  began 
the  last  half  of  the  year  participating  in  spring  sports,  the  Science 
Fair,  and  sponsoring  our  first  social  function,  a  "Freshman  Dance”, 
held  in  May. 

Final  exams  brought  to  an  end  a  year  of  "firsts”. 

July  and  August  sped  by  quickly  and  re-entering  our  "shrine 
of  learning”  following  another  extended  vacation  because  of  the 
polio  threat,  we  felt  rather  important  —  we  were  no  longer 
freshmen.  However,  the  wise  and  other-wise  upperclassmen  soon 
informed  us  of  our  mistake. 

We  were  "old  pros”  not  at  election  campaigning  as  we 
demonstrated  our  political  and  public  speaking  ability  and  talent. 
When  the  ballots  were  counted,  we  had  elected  Albert  Lynch, 
President,  and  Judy  Pease  (who  left  Natick  at  the  end  of  the 
year)  as  Secretary.  Nancy  Tuthill  (who  left  Natick  in  the  junior 
year  and  Fred  Meyers  were  re-elected  to  their  respective  offices. 

In  sports,  our  boys  were  now  on  the  various  junior  varsity 
squads  and  in  basketball  some  had  the  honor  of  being  chosen  for 
the  varsity  team. 

As  the  year  progressed  we  held  the  "Sophomore  Class  Dance” 
in  January  and  after  mid-year  examinations,  for  which  we  were 


now  more  experienced,  spring  sports  and  the  Science  Fair  at¬ 
tracted  many  members  of  our  class,  while  the  Executive  Board 
and  others  were  busy  planning  another  very  successful  dance. 
Given  the  appropriate  title  Starlight  Dance”,  this  was  probably 
the  most  unique  dance  ever  held  at  Natick  High  School,  other 
than  our  Junior  Prom,  in  that  it  took  place  out  on  the  tennis 
courts  under  the  stars. 

In  order  to  be  able  to  start  class  activities  immediately  in  the 
fall,  the  administration  changed  our  class  elections  to  May.  This 
was  a  busy  time  of  the  year,  but  we  managed  to  find  time  for 
campaigning  and  electing  Dave  Morgan,  President;  Helen  Brown, 
Vice-President;  Betsy  Hickey,  Secretary;  and  Fred  Meyers,  Treas¬ 
urer,  for  another  term,  to  lead  us  in  our  junior  year. 

At  the  same  time  members  of  the  Executive  Board  were 
elected  and  a  few  of  our  classmates  chosen  to  serve  on  the 
Safety  Patrol. 

The  second  year  of  our  high  school  career  ended  with  the 
final  examinations  and  our  looking  forward  to  entering  the  ranks 
of  upperclassmen  in  the  fall. 

Thus  in  September  1956,  for  the  third  time,  we  bodly  en¬ 
tered  the  massive  portals  of  Natick  High  School  and  bravely 
took  the  fight.  Our  duties  and  activities  were  steadily  increasing 
and  new  and  more  difficult  tasks  confronted  us. 

Having  already  elected  our  slate  of  officers  and  executive 
board  members,  we  immediately  set  to  work  under  the  guidance 
of  Miss  Frances  Toro  and  Mr.  Donald  Gearan,  who  replaced 
Mr.  Harvey  Michaels  as  our  advisor,  to  plan  for  our  Junior  Prom, 
bound  to  make  it  the  best  ever. 

However,  before  we  could  get  too  involved  an  improtant 
debate  developed  concerning  class  rings  and  to  make  ours  a  true 
class  ring  we  changed  to  the  new  "Continental  Style”.  Feeling 
we  weren’t  sufficiently  occupied,  we  then  brought  the  HallOwe’en 
spirit  into  the  N.H.S.  cafeteria  with  a  "Witch  Hazel”  Dance. 

During  the  football  season  our  male  classmates  on  the  Natick 
Championship  Team  made  an  honorable  appearance  for  our  class 
and  the  prospects  for  our  senior  year  were  encouraging. 

Likewise,  in  other  sports  of  basketball,  hockey,  track,  and 
baseball,  the  boys  displayed  their  outstanding  potential  material. 

On  the  scholastic  side,  many  more  honors  were  brought  to 
Natick  High  School  by  Science  Fair  winners,  Dorothy  Crain  and 
Edward  Perry,  who  went  to  the  Worcester  Kiwanis  Regional 
Fair,  and  Dorothy  Crain.  Patricia  Proctor  and  Edward  Thurber, 
who  participated  in  the  Mass.  State  Science  Fair. 

As  the  last  months  of  the  year  drew  near,  elections  of  class

Before  long  we  found  ourselves  again  returning  to  Natick 
gh  School  for  our  last  furtive  effort.  We  were  SENIORS! 
hat  that  meant  to  us  all,  as  we  shouldered  the  wheel  for  one 
more  eventful  year  of  the  Class  of  1958. 

We  had  more  serious,  hazardous  problems  facing  us  and 
in  order  to  master  these  and  prove  we  would  be  the  best  class 
ever  to  graduate  from  this  school,  our  class  officers,  Albert  Lynch, 
President;  Ronald  Chisholm,  Vice-President;  Betsey  Hickey,  Sec¬ 
retary;  and  Fred  Meyers,  Treasurer,  together  with  our  executive 
rd  members  and  our  advisors,  Miss  Marino  Potheir,  replacing 
Toro,  and  Mr.  Donald  Gearon,  immediately  began  the  task 
f  planning  the  class  activities  for  this  last  year.

Yes,  our  sportsmen  in  bas¬ 
ketball,  under  the  leadership  of  Co-captains  Clayton  Cox  and 
Dave  Morgan,  placed  second  in  the  Bay  State  League  with  only 
two  losses  and  accepting  their  Tournament  bid  went  on  to  the 
finals  losing  only  to  a  Belmont  "powerhouse  I’m  sure  we  will 
never  forget  that  thrilling  and  eventful  semi-final  with  Winchester. 

The  hockey  team  with  captain  and  outstanding  goalie  Ronald 
Chisholm  surprised  everyone  by  taking  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Hockey  League  Championship  and  entering  the  State  Hockey 
Tournament. 

Never  to  be  forgotten  are  our  hard-working  and  spirited 
cheerleaders,  who  placed  second  also  in  their  competition,  and 
all  of  the  loyal  Natick  High  School  fans  and  townspeople  who 
supported  our  activities  and  sporting  events  throughout  these 
four  years  with  that  true  and  never-failing  "Natick  Spirit” 

Returning  after  Christmas  vacation  congratulations  were  in 
store  for  our  new  administration.  We  were  sorry  to  hear  that 
Mr.  E.  Davis  Woodbury  was  leaving  Natick  and  that  as  a  result 
Mr.  Alfred  A.  Maffeo  and  Mr.  William  Carey  would  be  leaving 
us.  However,  our  congratulations  and  best  wishes  went  to  them 
all  and  to  our  new  principal  Mr.  Howard  Hennigar  and  our  new 
Vice-principal  Mr.  Lawrence  Bartnick  in  their  new  positions. 

Time  was  certainly  fleeting  and  with  the  exchange  of  class 
pictures,  spring  sports,  the  Science  Fair,  college  acceptances  and 
an  innumerable  list  of  other  activities  it  was  not  difficult  to 
realize  that  graduation  was  not  too  far  off.  Among  our  class 
representatives  there  was  some  discussion  of  whether  or  not  we 
should  hold  another  dance  to  supplement  our  treasury  funds  for 
Senior  Week  activities. 

Such  awards  as  the  D.A.R.  Good  Citizenship  Award  to  Betsy 
Hickey,  the  Brotherhood  Award  to  Arthur  Williams  and  the  vote 
of  the  class  to  make  Frey  Meyers  our  Good  Government  Day 
Representative  had  now  been  made.  Anticipation  and  excitement 
was  mounting  until  finally  Senior  Week  was  here! 

After  a  week  full  of  many  exciting  and  memorable  events 
together,  we  have  gathered  today  for  the  traditional  Class  Day 
exercises.  Our  Junior  Prom-Senior  Reception  will  climax  a  won¬ 
derful  week.  On  Monday  evening  our  graduation  will  be  the 
end  of  the  history  of  a  class  that  has  the  distinction  of  being  the 
first  to  attend  all  four  years  of  classes  in  this  school.  As  we 
stand  in  the  doorway  looking  down  the  long,  mystical  hallway  to 
the  future  and  an  even  greater  history,  we  will  never  forget  this 
history  of  the  Class  of  1958.

CLASS  ESSAY 

THE  CHALLENGE  OF  WORLD  LEADERSHIP 


Tonight,  our  public  education  comes  to  a  close  and  we,  the 
members  of  the  class  of  1958,  will  go  forth  to  find  our  place  in 
life.  The  world  we  face  today  is  in  a  period  more  unsettled  and 
perilous  than  at  any  other  time  in  history.  The  earth  is  now  divided 
imo  two  armed  camps,  waiting  for  the  spark  that  could  touch  off 
World  War  III. 

At  the  present  time,  the  leadership  of  the  United  States  in 
**orld  affairs  has  been  seriously  challenged  by  a  nation  with  a  way 
of  life  so  alien  to  ours  that  the  two  are  incompatible.  We  must 
meet  this  threat  or  perish!  The  challenge  is  total,  including  our 
spiritual,  intellectual,  material,  and  military  accomplishments.  The 
outcome  of  this  test  will  affect  mankind  for  centuries  to  come. 

We,  the  youth  of  America,  must  devote  our  utmost  en¬ 
deavors  to  the  winning  of  the  present  Cold  War.  It  matters  little 
whether  we  decide  to  further  our  education,  enter  the  business 
world,  enlist  in  the  armed  forces,  or  start  our  own  home,  we  can 
all  contribute  something  toward  the  preservation  of  our  democ¬ 
racy,  even  if  it  is  just  a  better  knowledge  of  the  problems  which 
race  our  nation.  In  the  dark  and  perilous  months  following 
Pearl  Harbor,  it  was  the  youth  of  our  land  who  saved  our  freedom. 
Today,  in  a  less  drastic  but  equally  important  manner,  we  must 
defend  ourselves  and  our  nation  from  Soviet  Russia,  a  despotic 
police  state  which  has  repeatedly  pledged  itself  to  our  destruction. 

I  believe  that  the  major  reason  why  the  Russians  have  been 
able  to  advance  to  the  point  where  they  can  challenge  our  very 
existence  is  American  complacency  and  apathy.  At  the  close  of 
World  War  II,  the  United  States  was  unquestionably  the  strongest 
nation  in  the  world.  Instead  of  keeping  our  guard  up  against 
the  Soviet  threat,  we  ignored  it,  demoblilizing  our  armed  forces 
and  atomic  bomb  programs,  while  the  Soviets  kept  theirs  on  a 
wartime  basis.  We  neglected  the  important  fact  that  the  price 
or  freedom  is  eternal  vigilance.  Russia  took  advantage  of  our 
apathy  by  violating  their  World  War  II  agreements,  forcing  the 
nations  of  the  Balkans  and  Eastern  Europe  behind  the  Iron  Curtain. 


By  the  time  the  American  public  realized  what  had  happened, 
it  was  too  late  for  action. 

In  the  past,  the  American  public  has  been  complacent  in 
regarding  Soviet  science  and  technology.  We  must  no  longer 
consider  Russia  to  be  just  a  land  of  backward  peasants.  After 
Hiroshima,  most  American  scientists  predicted  that  it  would  be 
ten  to  fifteen  years  before  the  Russians  built  a  successful  atomic 
bomb.  It  took  the  Russians  four  years.  The  first  Russian  hydrogen 
bomb  was  exploded  only  nine  months  after  the  first  American 
thermonuclear  test.  However,  much  of  the  American  public  re¬ 
fused  to  see  the  handwriting  on  the  wall,  saying  "But  we  were 
first.” 

Then  on  October  4,  1957,  the  United  States  was  not  first,  for 
Sputnik  I,  not  Vanguard  I,  was  the  first  successful  earth  satellite. 
Finally,  the  shell  of  complacency  and  apathy  behind  which  the 
American  public  had  been  hiding  was  beginning  to  crack.  These 
cracks  were  further  widened  by  the  launching  of  the  eleven  hun¬ 
dred  pound  dog-carrying  Sputnik  II.  Then,  when  the  public  heard 
of  the  dangerous  developments  in  our  defense  system,  they  began 
to  demand  action.  They  blamed  the  scientists,  the  military,  and 
the  government  for  our  failures,  neglecting  the  fact  that  the 
publics  unwillingness  to  pay  taxes  for  research,  national  defense 
and  other  vital  programs  was  a  major  factor  in  our  lag  in  the 
satellite  and  missile  field. 

Now  is  the  time  for  every  American  to  make  his  decision. 
Do  we  want  luxuries  or  liberty?  Lower  taxes  or  a  free  society? 
This  time  we  were  fortunate  in  being  warned.  There  may  be  no 
second  chance.  Every  nation  now  behind  the  Iron  Curtain  had 
its  freedom-loving  people  who  believed  that  they  could  never 
be  conquered.  We  must  not  fall  into  the  same  position.  If  we 
want  our  nation  to  survive,  we  must  wake  up,  realize  the  problems 
that  face  us,  and  work  to  eliminate  them.  This  will  not  be  an 
easy  task,  but  I  am  confident  that  once  we  put  our  minds  to 
meeting  this  challenge,  no  power  on  earth  can  stop  us.

FAREWELL  ADDRESS 


WILLIAM  J  ANDERSON,  JR. 


During  the  past  few  months  there  has  been  considerable 
criticism  and  closer  analysis  of  our  educational  system.  In  mag¬ 
azines,  on  radio  and  TV,  and  in  the  newspapers  the  experts  have 
been  pointing  out  to  the  failings  and  shortcomings  of  our  schools. 
What  are  we,  the  graduating  class  of  1958,  going  to  do  about 
this  so-called  deplorable  situation?  Are  we  prepared  to  meet 
the  challenge?  If  so,  what  should  we  do? 

First,  we  should  be  willing  to  make  sacrifices.  As  future 
voters  and  taxpayers  we  shall  have  to  spend  more  of  our  tax 
collars  for  education  if  we  are  to  have  better  schools  and  larger 
faculties. 

We  should  encourage  the  study  of  foreign  languages.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  today  some  of  our  students  are  shying  away  from 
languages.  Though  everyone  may  not  have  the  opportunity  to 
speak  the  languages  he  has  learned,  he  will  have  broadened  his 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  world  in  his  study  of  them, 
which  is  an  important  factor  in  life  today. 

As  a  result  of  the  rapidly  advancing  Space  Age  wre  are 
constantly  being  reminded  of  the  need  for  more  science  in  school 
curricula.  In  the  past  year  science  has  come  to  have  paramount 
importance.  We  must  provide  enough  science  in  our  secondary 
school  to  draw  the  interest  of  the  average  student  and  give 
challenging  material  to  the  exceptional  student. 

Science  and  languages  have  always  been  closely  related,  for 
the  European  scientific  journals  are  printed  not  in  English,  but 
in  German  or  Russian.  Thus  we  see  another  very  important  reason 
for  studying  languages.  A  scientist  must  also  be  a  linguist  to 
learn  all  that  he  must  know. 

We  must  also  encourage  higher  education  if  we  are  to  use 
the  full  potential  of  our  country.  We  must  have  the  means  of 
giving  a  college  education  to  all  those  who  merit  one.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  lack  of  funds  is  limiting  college  enrollment,  and  many 
capable  students  are  being  turned  down.  As  the  number  of 
applicants  rises,  so  also  must  the  standard  of  acceptance  rise.  Here 


again  we  can  help  by  giving  more  financial  aid  to  education. 

As  future  parents  it  will  be  our  duty  to  instruct  our  children 
and  awaken  in  them  an  interest  and  a  desire  for  knowledge.  But 
before  we  instruct  our  children,  we  must  have  the  desire  and  the 
knowledge  ourselves. 

Those  of  us  who  are  going  on  to  college  have  a  wonderful 
opportunity  to  make  the  best  of  our  abilities.  We  must,  in  the 
next  four  years,  use  this  opportunity  to  its  greatest  advantage  if 
we  are  to  do  justice  to  ourselves. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  must  be  careful  to  keep  things  in 
proportion  in  education.  We  should  not  overstress  science;  we  are 
not  trying  to  develop  a  nation  of  scientists.  Our  schools  must 
continue  to  teach  students  primarily  to  become  responsible,  in¬ 
telligent,  well-informed  citizens.  We  must  teach  them  to  express 
themselves  and  to  think  clearly.  Students  must  still  learn  to 
appreciate  the  beauty  of  art  and  literature,  as  well  as  the  order 
of  science. 

But  all  the  education  in  the  world  will  not  help  us  if  we 
simply  don't  care  about  what  is  happening  around  us.  We  must 
all  think  clearly  and  maturely  about  the  problems  of  today.  We 
should  keep  ourselves  well-informed  on  current  events  so  that  we 
may  form  our  own  opinions  about  national  and  international 
affairs. 

"Lastly,  in  facing  the  world  we  must  become  neither  too 
pessimistic  nor  too  optimistic.  We  have  always  had  problems, 
and  we  always  will.  Today’s  problems  will  be  solved  as  have 
those  of  the  past,  but  the  solution  takes  time.  We  must  never 
forget  our  spiritual  responsibilities.  Since  we  live  in  a  material¬ 
istic  world,  we  must  be  careful  not  to  lose  our  faith  in  God.  In 
today  s  problems  more  than  ever  we  should  seek  the  power  and 
comfort  of  prayer.  Let  us,  members  of  the  Class  of  1958,  pray 
that  our  efforts  may  not  be  in  vain.
